Getting
to this point in-
volves a review of
prior trends, projec-
tions for the future,
and analysis. Most important-
ly, it involves input and ap-
proval from the Budget Com-
mittee which includes five lo-
cal residents and the City
Council members.

Despite a global pandemic,
the City is in a positive finan-
cial position. This last year

City of Happy Valley

With the warmer weath-
er, City parks and trails are
bustling with activity. We
know spending time out-
doors is great for mental
and physical health, and
our City parks offer the
perfect outlet for exercise
and some much needed fun
in the sun. Here are some
great tips to keep in mind
to help ensure everyone’s
safety.

1. Be nice to the neigh-
bors: It is important to re-
member that most parks are
surrounded by neighbor-
hoods. This is not by accident;
we want our parks to be con-
venient for residents to use.
We ask all visitors to conduct
themselves as they would if
they were in their own neigh-
borhood. Please be respectful
when parking, playing music,
disposing of trash, etc.

2. Happy Valley Park is
closed from dusk to dawn: If
it is dark out, and the park is
not open as part of a permitted
event, the park is considered
closed and trespassers can be
ticketed.

3. Keep it clean: During
the summer there are park
employees on duty seven days
a week, emptying garbage
cans and restocking rest-
rooms. Visitors are expected
to properly dispose of their
personal garbage or take it
with them when they leave. If
the restrooms or another facil-
ity in the park need attention,
please call 503-783-3800.

4. Mind your animals: All
animal waste must be placed
in a bag or container and dis-
posed of. There are bag dis-
pensers for animal waste at
most parks. Pets cannot be left
unattended for any time. Peo-
ple with animals that act ag-
gressively, or bark continu-
ously will be required to leave.
All animals in the park must
be on a leash except if they are
in one of the designated dog
park enclosures.

5. No tobacco use or

smoking of any kind is al-

lowed on park property: This
includes cigarettes, chewing
tobacco, or any inhalant deliv-
ery system such as e-ciga-
rettes and vaping devices.

6. Leave the adult bever-
ages at home: Alcohol pos-
session and consumption is
prohibited at the park, unless
permitted at a City sponsored
event, and distributed by an
OLCC approved vendor.

7. Rules of the road apply:
The speed limit through the
park is 10 mph. It is unsafe to
go any faster than this speed.
Motor vehicles must be oper-
ated in accordance of the law.
Keep them off paths, grass,
and trails unless you have ex-
press permission from the
City. This includes ATVs, mo-
tor bikes, other recreational
vehicles.

8. Stay above ground: To
protect the park’s irrigation
system, prevent uneven
ground, avoid equipment be-
ing left behind, stakes and
posts may not be pounded into
the ground.

9. Helmets are required at
the skate park: In the interest
of safety, City law requires
anyone using the skate park to
use a helmet. Helmets must be
properly worn on your head at
all times, regardless of age.

10. Remind youth of risks:
Have conversations with your
kids BEFORE they set foot in
the park about how to assess
their surroundings and make
safe choices when it comes to
the activities they partake in
and the company they keep.
Being clear about your child’s
behavior expectations when
at the park and what to do in
case of emergency is always a
good idea. To further ensure
safety, parents are encour-
aged to accompany their chil-
dren during visits to the park.
Ultimately, it is your responsi-
bility as your child’s guardian
to know where your child is
and what they are engaged in.

In Happy Valley, we take
great pride in our park areas
being places where people can
come together, make memo-
ries, spend quality time with
friends. We will do our best to
ensure the park rules are fol-
lowed for everyone’s safety
and enjoyment and look for-
ward to partnering with our
community in this effort.

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oports field feasibility survey
asks for your feedback

The City of Happy Valley
is conducting a feasibility
study to explore the poten-
tial for installing all-weath-
er, artificial turf on one or
more of its existing natural
grass sport fields or per-
haps a park the City ac-
quires in the future. It’s im-
portant to note that a deci-
sion to move forward has
not been made and citizen
input is important in this
process.

Previous park plans that
were developed with exten-
sive public input from the
community identified the need
to study field layouts and the
potential conversion of field
space to all-weather turf to ad-
dress the demand for addition-
al sport field capacity and
playability. Before continuing
with this project, the City first
wants to know if the commu-
nity is still interested, so
please fill out the survey!

Simply head to www.hap-
pyvalleyor.gov/turf-survey/ to
participate or use the QR code
provided.

Happy Valley Park, for ex-
ample, currently has three
baseball fields and up to six
multi-use fields depending on
the field configuration and
size. Local and
community sport
leagues have in-
dicated that ad-
ditional field ca-
pacity would be
necessary for
the needs of the
growing leagues.

While converting existing
natural grass sport fields to
artificial turf will greatly ex-
tend the degree of use for
sports activities, the turf fields
would no longer be as versa-
tile for use during community
activities and events. Any
field areas converted to artifi-
cial turf fields would poten-
tially need to be restricted to
only athletic/sports uses to
manage and protect the condi-
tion of the fields. The turf
characteristics would not be
suitable for community events
that require staked tents or
booths. The turf fields would

be restricted to foot traffic and
maintenance activities only -
no bikes, no vehicles. Also,
food and drink should not be
served or consumed on the
fields.

The design and layout of
any field conversion is intend-
ed to avoid affecting existing
recreational facilities in the
Park. The potential layouts de-
picted in this survey are pre-
liminary and are intended to
illustrate the range of options
that could be explored. The po-
tential of converting any of the
existing, natural grass fields
would require additional park-

Fire up the grill with safety in mind

B Propane and charcoal
BBQ grills should only be
used outdoors.

B The grill should be
placed well away from the
home, deck railings and out
from under eves and over-
hanging branches.

B Keep children and pets
at least three feet away from
the grill area.

H Keep your grill clean by
removing grease or fat build-
up from the grills and in
trays below the grill.

B Never leave your grill
unattended.

B Always make sure your
gas grill lid is open before
lighting it.

Keep your trees
healthy this summer

Nothing reminds us sum-
mer is here quite like a
flourishing garden and a
beautiful treescape. It’s the
time of year when you can
enjoy the warmth of the sun
in your own backyard and
revel in the beauty of the
colorful flora and fauna at
your fingertips. If you are
wondering what to do to
keep your trees looking
great, below are some help-
ful tips from our City Arbor-
ist, Leslie Gover.

Safety first: With fire sea-
son in full swing, now is the
time to mow that tall grass and
cut back any branches that
overhang rooftops. Remem-
ber to always use proper prun-
ing tools and techniques
whenever cutting things back.
Just go slowly and be cau-
tious, so you don’t overdo it.

Make a little space: Winter
pruning promotes better
growth in the spring and sum-
mer, but if that growth has
been bountiful, it’s important
to check on your trees, partic-
ularly street trees, to see if any
need some thinning out. City
Code does require residents to
trim trees affecting public
rights of way. This helps en-
sure that traffic safety devices
(i.e. stop signs, traffic signals,
vehicular and pedestrian safe-
ty, street names signs, etc.) are
visible from roadways. This
also ensures garbage trucks
and emergency vehicles can
safely navigate City streets.
Interior branches can also be
thinned out to help promote
better aeration throughout the
tree, like an umbrella shield-
ing you from a storm.

Don’t be alarmed

For residents that have co-
nifer trees, such as Doug firs,
cedars, and pines, you may
notice browning of interior
needles. This is a common oc-
currence that happens once
the new spring growth ma-
tures. It can be alarming to
witness, but it is a very much
a normal part of the natural
aging and shedding cycle. In-
terior needles are the oldest
and photosynthesize less ef-
fectively as new growth oc-
curs. You will likely find that
these needles eventually shed
as the tree lightens its load in

Interior browning is not
necessarily a cause for
concern. In the case of this
Thuja tree, an evergreen, this
browning is a normal part of
the life cycle.

Is my tree supposed to
look like that?

City of Happy Valley resi-
dents can reach out to City
Arborist/Horticulturalist, Leslie
Gover, with questions about
tree care. While she won't do
the work for you, she will most
certainly help walk you through
the concepts and give advice
on steps you can take to keep
your trees healthy and sustain-
able. She can also provide
guidelines when picking a pri-
vate arborist or tree care com-
pany to help.

And, if you have a question
about the health of a tree in
your parking strip, shared
space, or on City owned prop-
erty, Gover is certainly an excel-
lent resource.

preparation for the coming
winter. If your tree is showing
browning or yellowing at the
tips or all over, there is likely
a problem. Culprits might be
pests, lack of hydration, or dis-
ease.

Know when to turn off the
sprinklers: Although summer
is usually drier and hotter,
trees, shrubs, and other plant
life can get too much water if
you aren’t careful and that
can be detrimental if you give
too much. When deciding if
you should water your trees,
check the condition of the soil
nearest them. If it is soggy or
damp, you can hold off.

Helping the City’s tree cano-
py remain lush and healthy is
of benefit to everyone. By tak-
ing steps now to preserve the
life of trees, we will be able to
enjoy them for years to come.

On May 17, head baseball
coach at Clackamas High
School John Arntson,
coached his Cavaliers for the
last time, with a large crowd
cheering from the bleachers.

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Dog days of summer

Animal welfare advocate Roger
Caras once remarked, “Dogs are
not our whole life, but they make
our lives whole.”

What'’s certain is that dogs have
a whole lot of love to give, whether
they are being goofy, obstinate or
even escape artists.

Do you know what to do if Fido
escapes your yard or you find a lost
pup? Director of Community Ser-
vices and Public Safety Steve
Campbell shares some tips on what
action to take.

“Make sure your dog(s) are prop-
erly licensed with the city. Our en-
tire public safety team has a license
‘walk list’ with all licensed dogs and
owner info. Our team is great about
reaching out to owners prior to tak-
ing a dog to the shelter. Make sure
your dog is also microchipped and,
finally, notify us. We will embrace
the power of social media and sum-
mons help from our wonderful dog-
loving community to help find your
pet,” he said.

What if a resident sees a dog on
the loose?

“Report it,” Campbell said. “If the
dog is friendly and not causing a
hazard to traffic or causing a safety
concern for you, call us and hold the
dog until we arrive. It’s never a good
idea to keep the dog at your house,
especially overnight.”

It’s important to license your pet
so others know it isn’t a stray. Citi-
zens are more willing to help a dog
if they know it belongs to someone.
Furthermore, the city can access
licensing information if the dog is
wearing its tag to connect pet and
owner more quickly. They even will
bring the dog home to you, if possi-
ble.

If your dog is wearing its licensed
tag and ends up in the animal shel-
ter, your pet will be cared for longer
than an unidentified stray.

Requirements for licensing in-
clude completing a dog license ap-
plication and providing proof of cur-
rent rabies vaccination and spaying
or neutering, if applicable. The city
will log a microchip ID number to
further help contact dog owners. Li-
censing rates vary depending upon
age and fertility but start at $14 per
year.

Submariner Henry
Lines recounts his
Vietnam War, Cold

War experience

He didn’t set out to become a
submariner, he didn’t even
plan on joining the military,
but Henry Lines said he would
do it all again, even after a can-
cer diagnosis from his time on
a nuclear submarine.

Lines was born in 1949 in
Marion, Indiana, as the third
and youngest sibling. His fa-
ther served during WWII, and
after the war became a rail-
road engineer for the Great
Northern Railroad. The fami-
ly moved to Kansas City, Mis-
souri, where Lines graduated
from Westport High School in
1968. The Vietnam War was
in full motion, and Lines was
given a vocational deferment
for one year due to an elec-
tronics class.

“Uncle Sam was after me. I
was the low number on the
draft and my number came up,
so I ran and joined the Navy,”
Lines said. “My father and
brother had been Navy. My
brother Charles served in the
Korean War, and my father,
John, was WWIL”

Like many young men whose
draft number was imminent,
Lines enlisted quickly to retain
some control over his service,
specifically which branch. He
enlisted in November 1969 and
spent 13 “long” weeks at basic
training at the Naval Training
Center San Diego.

“It was still the basic train-
ing from the Korean War and
WWII, so I had a taste of the
old Navy. I then went to radio
school because I was a ham ra-
dio operator when I was a kid,”
he said. “From the radio school,
which was at the same base in
San Diego, I was sent to a few
more schools, including tele-
type repair and Morse code
school.”

On the cusp of graduating
from Morse code school, Lines
went sailing in San Diego Bay
with a friend. They saw a sub-
marine parked next to a sub-

marine tender in the harbor,
and it piqued Lines’ interest.

The following Monday, Lines
noticed one of his instructors
had a dolphin insignia on his
shirt. He asked about subma-
rine service and learned they
needed radiomen.

He submitted his transfer re-
quest and, a short while later,
was told he needed a physical
for submarine duty. A few
weeks later, Lines went to sub-
marine school in New London,
Connecticut; it was 1971. At 6
feet tall, Lines was within the
height limit to serve on a sub.

Submarine service is not just
a casual appointment. To earn
sub duty, Lines completed six
weeks of schooling, physical
and psychological exams, air
pressure tests and even assess-
ments to gauge his perfor-
mance under duress.

“At school, I learned all
about submarines, basic sys-
tems and what to expect. Then
I had to do submarine escape
training where the trainers
had a 100-foot tower filled with
water and they took me down
to the 50-foot level and put me
in an airlock and filled the wa-
ter up to my chin. They put a
hood on my head, and I did a
buoyant ascent to the surface,”
Lines said.

During tests such as this, the
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Henry Lines, right, spent a total of 28 years in the Navy. As a
radioman, he spent numerous years on nuclear submarines during the
Vietnam and Cold Wars, an experience he said he would do again.
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Lines was selected for submarine service after numerous tests,
including tests to see if his ears would pressurize under water and
whether he panicked in an enclosed space filled with water.

Navy weeds out any potential
submariner that would panic.
By nature, Lines is extremely
calm and chuckles when talk-
ing about how the water need-
ed to equalize before he could
open the hatch to escape. He
did this test twice followed by
an air pressure test to simulate
150 feet depth to see if his ears
equalized.

Everyone in his group
passed, but there were some
men in other groups who failed
because their ears couldn’t
take the pressure, and they
were screaming to get out be-
cause it was too intense.

After submarine school,
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Lines was sent to Hawaii and
waited for two weeks before he
could join his squadron, which
was in Guam. After a 30-day
refit and five-day trials, Sub-
marine Squadron 15 then went
out for three-month patrols.
Not only was America in-
volved in a difficult war in
Vietnam, but the Cold War
with Russia was still in effect.
Lines cannot discuss much of
his service details because of
the sensitive nature, but suf-
fice to say, he served on nucle-
ar submarines that gathered
intelligence information and
were ready to deploy retalia-
tory nuclear missiles from

their patrol areas.

“Submarine service takes a
special person. You're
screened physically and men-
tally. You need 20/20 vision, no
glasses. They have more intel-
ligence to be able to handle the
stress of situations and many
are handpicked. You just dis-
appear from the face of the
Earth for three months at a
time down there,” Lines said.

“I often say that submarine
service under the water during
the Cold War wasn’t so cold. I
found that the people on the
submarines were good, quality
people. Submarine people qual-
ify on the submarine — you
have to know it topside, bottom
side, backwards and forward.
You have to qualify through
the program, which lasts about
a year and a half, then you are
tested on your knowledge with
a qualification board, which
lasts about two days.

“If you pass, you are award-
ed your dolphins at that time.
Your life is in the next guy’s
hands, and I found being a ra-
dioman helped with the con-
finement because I could lis-
ten in with the outside world,”
he said.

Lines served on three differ-
ent submarines on seven pa-
trols over eight years including
two stints in Holy Loch, Scot-
land, starting as a third-class
petty officer. His first sub was
the USS Henry Clay SSBN625
(Submersible Ship Ballistic
Nuclear) where crews served
on three-month cycles with a
two-crew concept, blue and
gold crews with 140 men on the
sub at any given time. Their
missions were called deterrent
patrol missions.

“Like the rest of the guys, I
figured we never would start
anything, but we would finish
it. It was our mission to go to
war,” Lines said. “I retired
from active duty in 1979. But a
year later, [ was sitting in my
living room thinking about
things, and I thought ‘I just
spent eight years down the toi-
let’ and it seemed like a waste
to leave, so I found myself right
back in the recruiter’s office
and joined as a reserve,” he
laughed.

As areserve, Lines served 14
years in a Navy special war-
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fare command attached to a
Navy team that provided com-
munications to operating SEAL
teams.

In his transition to civilian
life in 1979, Lines went to work
for the Santa Fe Railroad in
Fullerton, California, in the sig-
nal department followed by the
train service in the operations
division.

After recession layoffs, he
moved to San Diego to help
start up the new light-rail sys-
tem as an electromechanic
working train maintenance
and maintenance way for six
years until 1986, when he was
courted by Portland’s fledgling
MAX Light Rail Service, which
he helped start up.

He did line work for the
MAX and worked in the sub-
stations, overhead power
maintenance, even taking a
position as maintenance way
foreman. In 1996 when MAX
went high-tech, he transferred
to the new communications de-
partment from which he re-
tired in 2014 after 28 years.

In 1996, Lines retired perma-
nently from the Navy as a first-
class petty officer with 24
years’ service. In his time serv-
ing in the U.S. Armed Forces,
Lines traveled to Scotland, Ha-
waii, Norway, Guam and Mi-
cronesia, San Diego, the Sea of
Japan and South Pacific, all
the islands in the Aleutian
chain and even crossed the
Arctic Circle twice.

Due to radiation exposure
on a submarine, in 2014 Lines
was diagnosed with leukemia
and underwent successful
treatment including a bone
marrow transplant.

Today, Lines lives with his
wife, Nan, whom he met at a
gun show in 1988 and married
two months later. She retired
from the space aeronautics
field after 22 years. Lines
spends his time volunteering
for the local fire department
community response team,
amateur radio emergency ser-
vices and the Lion’s Club.

This summer, Lines will be
given a Lifetime Achievement
Award in Missouri at a Boy
Scout event. He became a
Scout at age 12 and has volun-
teered throughout his life in
the Scouting movement.
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
